“Au enormous amount of mouey 18 aunn-
ally iost to tree purchusers from rude aud
unskiliful tkiog up. Trees are torn up by
the roots, as if the trunk asd branclies were
the voe thing necessury, and the doots supur-
fluous, The proper way is, to open a trench
on each side of the tree with a commuon
spude, keeping the edge towurd the tree, 1o
4s not to crassuroot, These trenches should
be fur enough from the tree to avoid the
main roots, snd decp enough to go below
all, except u tay-root, which muy be cut off,

This being done, the tree may be pulled up
with its roots entire,”

A
singular fact connected with this #pplicn-
tion of benzine is, thut the bodies of insccts
killed Ly it becowe so rigid that their wings,
legs, &c., will brenk rather than bend, if
touched. Nextday, however, when the ben-
zine has evaporated, suppleness is restored,
